Dr. Edward Dollenns, professor of 
political economy af the University of 
Dijon, who is the temporary secre­ 
tary-general of tile international cham­ 
ber, Is directing tile work of putting 
the machinery In motion.

Skinner, secretary of the chamber of 
commerce of the United States. 
The outlook for the "business league 
of nations” Is very promising, accord­ 
ing to American delegates who have 
returned to flu* United States from Ute 
Paris conference where the interna­ 
tional chamber was formed.

men ever met for a grouter en use 
than the 500 delegates from France, 
Italy, Relglurn. Great Rrltaln and Hie

commercial problems. 
Work That Will Be Covered. 
At the headquarters of the Interna­ 
tional ebamber will be centralized data 
concerning economic and social condi­ 
tions. tin* facts of production and re­ 
quirements and the possibilities of fu­ 
ture production atm requirements.

co-ordinating Instru­ 
ment for suggesting regulations arn! 
legislative measures to faellitnie and 
encourage economic Intercourse.

will also place at the disposal of mem­ 
ber* and of oflirinl agencies reports 
and conclusions which may lie issued 
In accordance with Its articles or c o n ­ 
stitution, and will form public opinion 
through publication of facts concern­ 
ing business aud economic conditions.

the distribution of excess products to 
nilled nations during the period of re­ 
construction Is urged in a resolution. 
The convention went on record us 
distrusting Germany’s intentions to 
fulfill her treaty obligations.

m ore promising than th e community 
Itself could afford. 
So a com mittee of members of the 
commercial organization was formed, 
and It was announced th a t this com­ 
m ittee would pass upon Investment* 
offered to the people— this being before 
Ohio bud a "blue sky” law. 
The con* 
m en ial body frankly announced that 
capital was needed for the further de­ 
velopment of the city’s natural 
re­ 
sources. 
While members of the com1 
mercial body pledged themselves to 
give preference to local investments, 
there was little difficulty In gaining 
almost as complete co-operation from 
non members 
of 
the 
organization. 
Money was kept at home, and It went 
largely Into the financing of th e city's 
natural industrial expansion. 
H ere w as another Instance wherein 
the natural course of development wa* 
most obvious, but in this one the pim­ 
ple saw It, while In so many Instances 
they overlook It.—The Nation's Busi­ 
ness.

The species Is 
nearly extinct in New Zealand now, 
hut Hie British Zoological society lins 
written to the New Zealand govern­ 
ment asking lf Ju«t one more kiwi can 
he spared from Hie Island sanctuary. 
Zoologists will mourn the lo>s of the 
dw arf wingless ostrich more than the 
zoo visitors, for not one in ten thou­ 
sand ever saw It while It lived there 
more than nine y e a r s . 
Tho 
keeper 
would turn out this queerest of birds 
every 
now and 
then, hut the long- 
billed bundle of apathy and sleepin* -s 
sera rubied hack Into its box as soon 
as released. 
A curious point about the kiwi Is 
tie* fact t hitt ifs nostrils ar** at tie* tip 
of its long worm-hunting beak, and in 
til** ardour of the chase it emits an 
unpleasant snuffling noise. Ifs mating 
(•till is it pig-like squeal. 
England Is responsible for Hie vir­ 
tual extinction of this rare bird. Brit­ 
ish ships brought ruts to New Zea­ 
land, so weasels were sent to extermi­ 
nate th** rats 
When they had nearly 
wiped out the kiwi, tho .New Zealand 
government found a furless island and 
consecrated it to Iii** p o o r bird. But 
the problem of saving on idiot bird 
that put* nil Its eggs Into one shell. 
so to speak, w a s a difficult one. The 
kiwi laid one egg a season, nearly as 
big as Itself. 
Exceptional 
mothers 
would lay two eggs and then find It 
almost impossible to hatch both. as 
lh** e n d s would project out beyond 
their feathers a* they sat on them.
